Urges U.S. Keep Strong, However, Because 
Soviet Leaders ‘Might In Desperation’ 
Resort to Arms. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20 (AP)— 
Former Secretary of War Henry 
L. Stimson says that Russia “has 
steadily pursued an obstructive 
and unfriendlyeeourse” since 1945 
put, “I do not, however, expect 
the Russians to make war.” 

Stimson makes the statement in 
an article on foreign affairs en- 


titled “the challenge to Ameri- 
cans” which will appear tomor- 


ary number of Foreign Affairs, 
a quarterly review publication. 

The Republican statesman, who 
was Secretary of War under 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary of State during Herbert 
Hoover’s administration, says that 
“Soviet leaders might in despera- 
tion -resort to war” and urged 
strong American military safe- 
guards but adds: 

“IT do not share the gloomy fear 
of some that we are now en- 
gaged in the preliminaries of an 
inevitable conflict.”

SAYS $151,000 YALE 


LANDING, ITS 41 
PASSENGERS SAFE 


NEW YORK, Sept. 30 (AP)— 
A New York-bound Pan American 
clipper plane, beset by difficulties 
which the pilot described ag “a 
combination of things” including 
engine trouble, crash landed to- 
night without apparent injury to 
the 41 passengers and crew mem- 
bers. 

The four-engined plane devel- 
oped trouble en route here from 
Bermuda, For a time there were 
fears it would not be able to 
reach an airport, but the crew 
mageuvered it to Floyd Bennett 
Field in Brooklyn and skidded 
the craft down the runway on its 
belly. 

-A fire broke out after the land- 
ing but was quickly put out. 

The pilot, Capt. Carl W. Gregg 
of Oak Grove, Mo., divulged no 
details of the ‘plane's trouble ex- 
cept that he was forced to fly on 
two engines and that there was 
trouble with the hydraulic system. 
Passengers and other sources 
spoke of landing gear trouble. 
One authoritative source said it 
was reported that a tire blew out, 
apparently as the craft neared 
New York, damaging the landing 
gear. 


BOOK DONORS OWE 
$45,000 TO DEALER 


NEW YORK, Sept. 20 (UP)—A 
New York book dealer today 
asked the “group of alumni and 
friends” who gave a $151,000 Bay 
Psalm book to Yale University, to 
please pay $45,500 which he said 
still was due on the rare volume. 


Yale University announced at 
New Haven, Conn., that it had 
received the book, one of three 
perfect copies remaining of ‘the 
first book published in America, 
as a gift from a “group of alumni 
and other friends of Yale.” .The 
book sold for $151,000 in an auc- 
tion last January 

Philip Rosenbach, president of 
the Rosenbach Co., which bought 
the book at that time, said the 
donors had not paid the entire 
amount due him for the book and 
that he would take legal action to 
collect the money.

ABSENCE LAID TO 
PASSPORT DELAY 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 20 
(AP)—A Harvard professor agsert- 
ed today that delays by the State 
Department in issuing a passport 
prevented him from attending an 
international scientific conference 
in Londou last week, 

Prof, Bart J. Bok, associate di- 
rector of Harvard Observatory, 
said he had planned to submit to 


the meeting a report on the “im- 
plications of security regulations 
in the atomic energy field in the 
United States.” In it he said he 
criticized the lack of free publi- 
cation of scientific knowledge on 
atomic developments. 

Bok said he first applied for a 
passport Aug. 18, personally, at 
Washingtdn. Since he had pre- 
viously had a passport, Bok said 
he was told it would be issued 
within a week. Two weeks later, 
he said, he again visited Wash- 
ington, and was told that “official 
clearance” had not been obtained. 

On Sept. 9, Bok said he obtained 
a telephoned promise from the 
passport division of the State De- 
partment that he would have the 
poops passport the following 

ay. 

When the State Department told 
him two days later that its “inves- 
tigations” still were incomplete, 
Bok said he cabled the London 
meeting that he could not attend. 

“You expect this sort of thing in 
Russia,” he said today, “but not in 
the United States.” 


In Washington, the State De- 
partment said: the Bok passport 
“did not clear in time.” An official 
of the passport division denied 
there was any unusual delay in 
handling the application.

Speeches in U.N. Make 
Them Realize Gravity 
of American-Soviet Dif- 
ferences.

MOSCOW, Sept. 20 (AP)—Ac- 
counts of American Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall's and 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Andrei Vishinsky’s speeches to the 
United Nations General Assembly 
have brought home with full force 
to the Russian people existing dif- 
ferences between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 

Up to now the Soviet people did 
not believe that the two nations 
were working in harmony or any- 
thing like it, but the severity of 
cleavage was not so apparent to 
them ag today. 

Expressions of Soviet citizens 
in the wake of the speeches re- 
flected these thoughts: 

Uncertaintly about the future 
peace of the world. 

A belief that the United 
States Government is not against 
war with the Soviet Union and 
in some cases that the United 
States favors war with Russia. 

A general letdown over the 
possibilities of world-wide co- 
operation through the United 
Nations. 

A feeling that the United 
States—an ally during the war— 
has now turned against the 
Soviet Union. 

However, persons abroad would 
be mistaken in feeling the cur- 
rent situation apd the general as- 

sembly activities have brought 
any war hysteria here. They have 
--ot. 

Brom time to time this corre- 
spondent has reported that from 
everything one sees and hears in 
the Soviet Union there is cer- 
tainly no preparation nor antici- 
pation of war. That still goes. 

But the Russians are patriotic 
and speeches in the General As- 
sembly accusing the Soviet Union 
of this and that do not ring with 
much conviction in Russian ears. 

The present status of General 
‘Assembly declarations can be fair- 
ly well summed from the Soviet 
viewpoint as: “We believe what 
our people say. We don’t believe 
what your people say.”

The President, said Gorbatov, 
was “the messenger boy, bank 
clerk and tool of the Pendergast 
machine.” Truman, he continued, 
now is outstanding for “sycophan- 
cy before his boss,” (not Pender- 
gast) but “Boss Wall Street.” 

“Under the Republicans, Wall 
Street rules America,” Gorbafov 
said. “Under the present govern- 
ment, Wall Street prepares to rule 
the world.” 

The article accused Truman of 
undertaking the militarization of 
the American governmental sys- 
tem, citing the appointments of 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall and other former Army offi- 
cers, ‘and said he had filled the 
government with agents of Wall 
Street. It named Under Secretary 
of State Robert Lovett, Secretary 
of Defense James Forrestal, Sec- 
retary of Commerce Averell Har- 
riman, Secretary of the Treasury 
John. Snyder and others. 

Truman’s present program, ac- 
cording to Gorbatov, is “not only 
America for Americans, but all 
the world for America.” 

“This is a program for invasion 
of the world. 

“And the clearest expression of 
the lack of talent on the part of 
American imperialism is exactly 
the figure of that person whom 
Wall Street has proclaimed its 
apostle—the figure of Harry Tru-

n, we passed over half a 
dozen communities flailed to earth 
by the hurricane. 

Seen from the air, the Gulf 
coast stretched for scores of miles 
in a panorama of awesome ge- 
struction. In that vast arena of 
desolation hundreds of people re- 
main stranded by high waters 24 
hours after the hurricane passed. 

Intermittent rain squalls and 
high winds bounced our plane and 
added to the misery of the men, 
women and children below who 
were isolated from rescue workers 
The slowly falling. watey of 
Mississippi Sound still hide much 
of the damage. Ground resuce 
workers moving into the area are 
hampered by the fact that the two 
chief channels of movement, High- 
way 90 and the Louisville & Nash- 
ville railroad, have been cut in 
several places by tidal waves. 
Wreckage of Fishing Camps. 
We flew northeast from New 
Orleans across miles of dreary 
marshland in which floated splint- 
ered wreckage of scores of fishing 


ps. 
At a highway intersection sev- 
eral dozen marooned motorists and 
bus passengers waved singals of 
distress. Some had stripped off 
their wet clothing and laid it out 
on a patch of dry concrete pave- 
ment to dry. 

Dozens of cars were abandoned 
and others had skidded into 
ditches. Hundreds of small pleas- 
ure craft had been blown into the 
marshes, some lifted bodily across 
the highway and dumped into 
fields. Livestock wandered aim- 
lessly in pastures of salt water 
that held no forage. Others, 
trapped by the swift flooding, had 
drowned. 

As our plane swung over wind- 
leveled pine forests and flew par- 
allel to the beach, the story of 


unfolded. 

Clemont Harbor, Waveland, 
Bay St. Louis and Pass Christian 
—the beach residential area of 
each of these pleasant summer re- 
sorts had been smashed to kind- 
ling wood. Houses had been 
dropped into the middle of the 


road. Others had been reduced 
to splinters.. 
Highway Broken. 

Sections of Highway 90 and the 
seawall had buckled and snapped 
like matchsticks. Only stumps 
sticking out of the turbid waves 
showed where the piers of sea- 
food restaurants had stood. The 
buildings had disappeared. 

At Clermont Harbor a bathtub 
stood in the street. A wooden 
church, its roof humped, its walls 
bulged out, shouldered the sky 
with its white steeple. 

At Waveland row on row of 
beach homes had been beaten to 
pieces against pine forest. No 
house stood intact. 

In Bay St. Louis only brown 
ties remained of the Louisville 
& Nashville bridge across the bay. 
The rails had washed away. The 
highway bridge was interrupted 
by two 50-foot gaps. A barge had 
smashed through one hole. 


In refugee-crowded Gulfport, a 
fishing town of 20,000 population, 
people wandered about, searching 
for belongings. The waterfront 
was a line of tangled disaster in 
which lay huge fuel storage tanks 
crumpled like tin cans and a line 
of overturned freight cars. East 


still smoked. 

The industrial east side of Bi- 
loxi, a summer playground, was 
destroyed as thoroughly as if it 
had been visited by 50 bombers. 
The beach front had vanished. 
Broken planes flapped on the 
great Keesler airbase. 

We landed on the field and 
went into town. 

Five shrimp fishing boats sat 
atop the shattered rubble of one 
shipbuilding plant, washed there 
by the tidal wave. 

“We had 1700 vessels in our 
shrimp fleet,” said Tony Jurich, 
a fisherman, “and one fourth of 
them are gone. Another 50 per 
cent is damaged.” 

As we flew back along the de- 
vasted zone we noted one thing: 
The damage was heavily concen- 
trated along the beach where 
nothing intervened to halt , the 
titanic thrust of wind-borne 
waters. Homes and buildings pro- 
tected by trees a few blocks from 
the shore suffered relatively slight 
damage.

Soviet pol- 
icy aims to help them die. We 
must hope that time and the suc- 
cess of freedom and democracy in 
the western world will convince 
both the Soviet leaders and the 
Russian people now behind them 
that our system is here to stay. 

This may not be possible; dic- 
tators do not easily change their 
hearts, and the modern arma- 
ments they possess may make it 
hard for their people to force 
such a change. Rather than be 
persuaded of their error, the So- 
viet leaders might in desperation 
resort tO war, and against that 
oom we have to guard by 
maintaining our present military 
advantages, We must never for- 
get that while peace is a joint 
responsibility, the decision for war 
can be made by a single power: 
our military strength must be 
maintained as a standing discour- 
agement to aggression, 

Doesn’t Expect War. 

“I do not, however, expect the 
Rusians to make war. I do not 
share the gloomy fear of some 
that we are now engaged in the 
preliminaries of an inevitable con- 
flict. Even the most repressive 
dictatorship is not perfectly un- 
assailable from within, and the 
most frenzied fanaticism is never 
unopposed. Whatever the ideolog- | 
ical bases of Soviet policy, it 
seems clear that some at least | 
of the leaders of Russia are men 
who have a marked respect for 
facts. 

“We must make it wholly evi- 
dent that a nonagressive Russia 
will have nothing to fear from us. 
We must make it clear, too, that 
the western non-Communist world 
is going to survive in growing 
economic and political stability. 
If we can do this, then slowly— 
but perhaps less slowly than we 
now believe—the Russian leaders 
my change their minds or lose 
their jobs.”

West tonight that it needed the 
Republican party for “reasonable 
tariff protection” and for develop- 
ing its reclamation program. 

He made the statement in a 
speech before a Republican rally 
here after motoring from San 
Francisco where he ended a nine- 
day tour of California. Taft is 
touring the West to gauge his 
prospects for winning the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination. 

“The philosophy of the West is 
the philosophy of the Republican 
party,” Taft said. “Many of the 
western industries in ordinary 
times depend upon a reasonable 
tariff protection to permit them 
to compete on a fair basis against 
countries where the laboring man 
is paid one-third what he is paid 
in this section of the country; for 
example, in the production of 
sugar beets, minerals and wool.” . 

“The development of the West 
depends upon the proper incentive 
to search out and develop the re- 
sources in which this section is so 
rich,” he said. 

_ Taft did not amplify his state- 


ment. on tariff and made no direct 
reference to the reciprocal trade 
agreement act, which may pro- 
duce a major congressional fight 
next year when the time. comes 
to consider its renewal. It is now 
scheduled to expire June 30. 

Taft termed the Republican par- 
ty “the party of reclamation,” but 
he appeared mindful ‘of the west- 
érm protests which prompted the 
Senate to restore some of ,the 
House-approved cuts in appropria- 
tions for reclamation this year. 

“The Republican party was ac- 
cused of unduly reducing the 
reclamation program,” he'recalled. 
“T feel confident that the action 
taken represents as substantial a 
program as could be proceeded 
with at the present moment. 

“The country. cannot be made 
over in‘a single year. 


“At the present time we still 
feel compelled to’ spend billions on 
foreign countries and maintain our 
Armed Forces at a point beyond 
the necessities of peace.

British Cabinet Must 
Have Support of Commons. 


British executive authority stems out of 
its legislative branch of government. The 
Cabinet, which is selected from the Houses 
of Pgrliament and formed under a Prime 
Minister on a directive from the King, must 
have the confidence of the House of Com- 
mons and be supported by a majority of its 
members. Cabinet members retain their 
seats in Parliament. 

Where decisions called for action by both 
the executive and the legislative branches 
of government, they were more rapidly re- 
solved under the British system of govern- 
ment than was possible with our division of 
executive and legislative powers.

Speech by a Minister 
Reflects British Policy.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20. 
NCE again there is persistent talk of 
0 a new political. party in the United 
States. To the strategists of the Re- 
publican party, who ordinarily are not 
overly fond of Left Wing Democrats, the 
prospect is positively delightful. To the 
regulars of the Democratic party, who look 
upon their liberal bedfellows with suspicion 
if not outright distaste, the prospect of 
losing them is nevertheless disconcerting, 

for reasons of practical politics. 

For, along with their G.O.P. counterparts, 
the professional Democratic politicians are 
keenly awage that any sizable breakaway 
of organized labor and independent liberals 
from the party banner will almost certainly 
assure the election next year of a Repub- 
lican regime. They don’t think it will hap- 
pen. But at the same time they are too 
alert to all possibilities to overlook entirely 
the “little cloud out of the sea, like a man’s 
hand”—in this case the unpredictable hand 
of former Vice President Henry A. Wallace. 

Perhaps they recall that the Republican 
party itself was born as a third party in 
1854. They may remember, in their knowl- 
edge of political history, that six years after 
that, the Republicans achieved their first 
triumph over the regular Democrats when 
two splinter groups, the Secessionist Dem- 

Union Party, 
polled enough electoral votes in the south- 


Democrats from reaching an electoral ma- 
jority. 


Historical Precedent 
For Third Party Movement. 


Now, almost a century later, it is at least 
possible that history may repeat. Even if 
the third-party movement fails to material- 
ize into a permanent new party, any sub- 
stantial defection of liberals from the Dem- 
ocratic ‘ticket could throw the race to the 
Republicans in a ‘close contest. There are, 
of course, other historical precedents, nota- 
bly in 1912 when Theodore Roosevelt, 
spurned by his party machine when he 
sought a third term, organized the “Bull 
Moose” party. Although Roosevelt polled 
more votes than Taft, the split-off of votes 
from the Republican ticket gave the election 
to Woodrow Wilson. 

Wallace, assuredly, may be flexing imag- 
inary political biceps. It is virtually axi- 
omatic that no liberal third-party move can 
succeed without the cohesive support of 
organized labor. But ever since his attacks 
on the Administration's foreign policy and 
his dismissal from the Truman Cabinet, 
Wallace, with few exceptions, has been 
cautiously quarantined by labor leaders. 
Having see-sawed on the Administration 
fence during the last two years, labor at 
the moment is tiltdd back toward the White 
House as a direct result of the President’s 
stinging veto of the Taft-Hartley bill. 

The Congress of Industrial Organization 
has carried on an intermittent affair with 
the former Iowan and conceivably might 
one day walk down the left aisle with him, 
for better or for worse. It is noteworthy, 
in this connection, that at a recent Eastern 
meeting CIO executives split widely over the 
Administration’s foreign policy, so much 
under attack by Wallace. 

Wallace’s rift with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, on the other hand, appears 
irremedial, The cqadervadve AFL, in fact, 
has never felt warm\toward him, even when 
it supported him tor “Vice President along 
with Franklin Roosevelt. Its attitude now, 
as well as that of the powerful railroad 
brotherhoods, perhaps was summed up a 
few days ago by a labor columnist in a 
publication of 15 railroad labor organiza- 
tions: 

“Has anyone heard from Henry Wallace 
lately? He’s off the first page and his third 
party is headed for the junk shop.

“The Reds -and their fellow-travelers 
were prepared to put a good deal of money 
into the enterprise.

wouldn’t come true—not in 1948. So, the 
Taft-Hartley bill has accomplished some- 
thing. It has killed the third party...” 

The most vivid individual case in point 
was that of A, F. Whitney, president of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. En- 
raged last year by Truman's threat to draft 
railroad strikers, Whitney trumpeted that 
millions would be spent by his union to 
defeat him in 1948. After the veto of the 
Taft-Hartley bill, Whitney deftly hopped 
aboard the Truman bandwagon. 

Aside from his uncertainty about the sup- 
port of organized labor, in the event he 
seeks to form a new party, Wallace must 
contend with a split among independent 
liberals themselves. Spiritually he is aligned 
with the Progressive Citizens of America, 
an organization that endorses his stand for 
full co-operation with Russia. But to Amer- 
icans for Democratic Action, a liberal group 
that includes many former New Dealers, 
his name is sheer anathema. The prospect 
of these two warring liberal factions get- 
ting on in any third party with Wallace as 
standard-bearer is considerably less than 
thin. 

Why, then, does Wallace cherish hope? 
Where is his strength, if any, and how could 
it possibly grow? What is his present strat- 
egy? 

Greeted by Big Crowds 

On His Cross-Country Tour. 

Wallace evidently was given renewed 
hope by the large crowds that turned out 
to hear him on his midsummer cross-coun- 
try tour. In Chicago, in Detroit and in 
California the receptions were tumultous 
and prolonged. At a CIO Labor Day rally 
in Michigan an estimated 50,000 persons 
cheered his assaults on ‘‘reactionary” ele- 
ments of the Democratic party, and wildly 
applauded his oft-repeated threat: “If we 
don’t make the Democratic party into a 
party of peace and prosperity, we shall build 
a new party.” 

Despite the criticism that befell him after 
his ouster from the Cabinet, a Gallup poll 
taken at the end of last June showed ,that 
13 per cent of those questioned would sup- 
port a Wallace-led third party ticket if 
offered in 1948. The percentage was sub- 
stantially higher for labor union members 
who were polled (22 per cent), and for 
former New Dealers (19 per cent). 

Encouraged by these signs, Wallace is 
sticking to his plan. The strategy .is no 
secret. He will seek delegates to the ’48 
nominating convention, not with any hope 
of securing the nomination, but in an effort 
to force the party to broaden its platform 
and to help nominate a Vice President con- 
sidered acceptable to organized labor and 
liberals. If this fails, he may go through 
with his threat to form a. third party. 
Should that result in the election of a Re- 
publican administration in 1948, a popular 
reaction four years later might sweep the 
new party into office, Such, at least, is 
the dream. 

Wallace has taken the position that both 
major parties are dominated by ‘“‘reaction- 
ary’ elements. He says he is still hopeful 
that the Democratic party will once more 
become the organ of “true liberalism.” If 
it does not, the only alternative, as he sees 
it, is the formation of a dynamic new liberal 
party that will appeal to the rank-and-file 
of labor, to the grass roots of the country 
and the massive urhan centers that for 13 
years adhered to the leadership of Franklin 
Roosevelt. 

Impartial political observers agree that 


Wallace’s strength could grow. Since his 
domestic program does not differ radically 
from the platform of the Democratic party, 
his main chance for an upsurge in popular 
support would seem to hinge on the:issue of 
foreign policy. Should the Truman Doctrine 
of fighting the spread of Communism abroad 
with American dollars fail, should a severe 
depression here sour the country generally 
in its tug-of-war with the Soviet, Wallace 
conceivably might emerge as a messianic 
seer, 


Grass-Roots Appeal 
Lies in His Peace Talk. 


Essentially Wallace’s grass-roots appeal 


‘ies in his consistent talk of peace while so 


many spokesmen of both major parties 
speak of war. He was quick to denounce 
the Truman Doctrine at its inception, and 
the Administration itself seems quietly to 
have dropped it in favor of the more pop- 
ular Marshall Plan. 


While condemning the Truman Doctrine 


as opening the United States to charges of 
ruthless imperialism, Wallace has indorsed 
the Marshall Plan, providing American loans 
are not withheld from Russia. Rightly or 
wrongly, futile dreamer or prophetic states- 
man, he sees only a mad rush toward world 
chaos if this ,country continues to regard 
the Soviet as an imminent enemy instead of 
a friend. He counsels patience, under- 
standing, across-the-table bargaining and 
the utmost, faith in the United Nations as 
an alternative to what he considers ‘“war- 
mongering.”’ 

Instead of sending money for guns and 
planes to European countries he would dis- 
patch plows and tractors. Instead of hav- 
ing United States diplomats intervene in the 
foreign affairs of Greece and Italy and 
similar states to “halt Communism,” he 
would make the United States so outstand- 
ing an example of working democracy that 
other states would voluntarily follow our 
example. With enough economic aid from 
this country, he believes, Communism could 
not spread in Europe, because Marxism 
feeds on impoverishment. 

The Wallace School of Thought also looks 
with growing apprehension on the Anglo- 
American decision, taken over the protest 
of the Soviet, to rebuild German industry 
virtually to prewar level. It is contended 
that if the Reich once more is being 
strengthened as a buffer state against the 
westward spread of Russian influence, the 
English-speaking countries are falling be- 
latedly but tragically for the very propa- 
ganda put out by Hitler, Goebbels & Co. 

Hitler’s strategy, they point out, was to 
split the Allies over the issue of Commu- 
nism. The war itself, surpassing in bar- 
barity anything known to mankind, was 
launched after the signing of the so-called 
“anti-Comintern pact” between Germany, 
Italy and Japan, they remind you. 

Now, less than three years after the 
Nazis were gassing thousands of innocent 
persons to death in extermination chambers 
and indulging in incredible medical tor- 
tures, they point out, America is taking the 
lead in restoring the heavy industries that 
can produce the fourth German-instigated 
war within a century. Although presum- 
ably dead, Hitler is winning posthumously 
his ultimate goal of splitting the Allies, they 
declare.

Today, even while flirting 
publicly with a new party movement, Wal- 
lace is wholly cognizant of the all-but-in- 
superable technical obstacles in the way. 


Nation Is Steeped , 
In Two-Party Tradition. 


He knows, at the very outset, that the 
nation is steeped in the two-party tradition. 
He is aware that even if a third party 
could overcome the forces of habit and tra- 
dition, the various state election laws for 
the most part have been designed to dis- 
courage newcomers. While minor es 
are not banned in any state, it has been 
made increasingly difficult for them to 
qualify for a place on the ballot. 

In each of the 48 states except Arkansas, 
Georgia, Kansas, Mississippi, New Mexico 
and South Carolina, the printed ballot is 
restricted to parties that have polled a min- 


imum number of votes at a preceding elecs 


tion. Thus Democratic and Republican 
candidates go on the ballot automatically, as 
do the candidates of such. established minor 
parties as the Prehibitionists and Socialists. 
But new parties must go through a special 
procedure to qualify, relatively simple in a 
few states but prohibitively difficult ip 
others. 

In a majority of states this qualifying 
procedure consists of the filing of burden- 
some petitions with a specified number of 
signatures. The number varies from one- 
half of one per cent of the total vote in the 
last statewide election, in the case of Penn- 
sylvania, to 10 per cent in California and 
South Dakota and 15 per cent in Ohio. Af- 
fidavits that the petitioners are qualified 
voters are mandatory in some states. And 
Louisiana requires not only that they be 
qualified voteys, but that they be independ- 
ents, not registered as members of any 
previously established party. 


In Missouri a new political party gets its 
candidates’ names on the ballot by filing a 
petition which must have the signatures of 
at least 2 per cent of the total number of 
voters in the preceding election, which for 
the 1948 election would be 21,725 signa- 
tures. 

About a dozen states allow new parties 
to win a place on the ballot by holding a 
legal convention and submitting a list of 
nominees. Utah and Kentucky require both 
a petition and a convention. Twelve states, 
including such pivotal electoral common- 
wealths as California, Illinois and Pennsyl- 
vania, categorically bar the ballot to Com- 
munist or Communist-affiliated parties. -It 
is entirely possible that some of these states 
would ban any Wallace-sponsored third 
party in the belief that it would have the 
backing of American Communists. 

Florida, North Dakota, Texas and Vir- 
ginia offer no provision at all for qualifi- 
cation of new parties for a place on the 
bailot. In the latter three, minor party 
candidates may be listed only as independ- 
ents, and in Florida even this grudging con- 
cession is denied. There minor party sup- 
porters must write in the names of their 
candidates. 


Lack of Patronage 
Handicaps New Parties. 


In addition to these technical obstacles, 
new parties traditionally are handicapped 
by lack of patronage as an incentive, by 
inadequate financing and weak organiza- 
tion. Even with strong organizational sup- 
port, Theodore Roosevelt, who led the most 
successful third party in recent American 
history, won only 88 votes in the electoral 
college: In 1924 the elder LaFollette, with 
the support of his own Wisconsin organiza- 
tion and of the national Farmer-Labor and 
Socialist parties, captured only Wisconsin’s 
13 electoral votes. 

Because of the unhappy experience of 
third parties, many labor union members 
and liberal independents would be loath 
to “throw away” their votes on a new party. 


“The two-party system,” - 
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It seems safe to predict that they will not - 


do so in large numbers even if a third 
party is born, unless their disaffection with 
the Democratic party and the bi-partisan 
foreign policy becomes far more acute than 


it is today. ;

Bypassing the United Nations. Secretary 
Marshall’s proposal to create a permanent stand- 
ing committee of the Assembly is a “scheme to 
substitute and bypass the Security Council.” 
Again Vishinsky is correct. The Secretary’s 
proposal, however, was born of the fact that 
Russian vetoes have made the Security Council 
impotent. 

Rehabilita ' The Soviet Union, says Vishin- 

, “devotes all its forces to the cause of the 

rehabilitation of the areas that either were de- 
stroyed by the war or suffered general damage 
in the course of war.” Is it apropos to ask why 
Russia hijacked Austrian industries, and why it 
engaged in wholesale plunder in Manchuria? Or 
why it refused to join the Marshall plan, whose 
purpose is rehabilitation? 

The Press. The American press is engaging in 
“a furious campaign” to start war. This is being 


done by such “newspaper magnates as Morgan,’ 


Rockefeller, Férd, Hearst, McCormick and 
others.” We didn't know till now that Messrs. 
Morgan, Rockefellers and Ford were newspaper 
magnates, but Vishinsky is correct in saying that 
there is much warlike talk in a large segment of 
the free American press. Could Russia's course 
since the war ended have anything to do with 


that? And, while Vishinsky is talking about 


“furious campaigns,” what about the tough, war- 
like, anti-American talk that is coming from the 
Kremlin-controlled Izvestia, Pravda, Tass and 
the Moscow radio? 

War-Mongering. Yes, there is war-mongering 
in the United States, but there is also peace- 
mongering. We've got our fire-eaters, but we've 


also got our anti-militarist organizations, our 


world government pleaders, our out-and-out 
pacifists. And there’s always Henry Wallace. A 
lot of us would feel better if a Russian Henry 
Wallace should emerge to champion the United 
States. But the NKVD wouldn’t encourage that. 

War Propagandists. The most active propa- 
gandists for war, it seems, are “the representa- 
tives of American capitalist monopolies, repre- 
sentatives of largest enterprises and leading 
branches of American industrial and banking and 
financial groups,” because they want to make 
huge profits. If there is any evidence to support 
this charge the American people would certainly 
like to see it. 

Churchill, It seems Winston Churchill started 
it all by the speech at Fulton. We should like to 
remind Mr. Vishinsky that a great many Ameri- 
cans and American newspapers, including this 
one, thought Churchill went too far in that 
speech. Subsequent events and the course of 
Russian policy now make it appear that the Ful- 
ton speech represented authentic prophecy. 

So much; at the moment, for Deputy Foreign 
Minister Vishinsky.

Let Them Come and Get It 


It i¢ estimated that about one sixth of the 
cost of goods to be sent to Europe under the 
Marshall plan will consist of transatlantic freight 
charges. Say the total cost of the Marshall plan 
exports is 15 billion dollars. Then freight 
charges will consume two to three billions. 

The question arises, why not charter or give 
some of our surplus ships to Britain, France, 
Holland and Italy and cut two or three billion 
dollars off the burden on the American tax- 
payer? The Maritime Commission has 500 sur- 
plus ships ready to sail. In reserve fleets it 
has nearly a thousand more. They would require 
only minor repair to restore to service. 

It will be far better to give a substantial part 
of our aid to European nations in the form of 
ships, which they can use to expand their com- 
merce and industry and thus become self-sus- 
taining, than it will be to give it all in the form 
of finished products. 

To take our idle ships and place them at the 
disposal of the idle sailors of Europe—and Asia 
—would be a long step toward restoring nor- 
malcy throughout the world. And since these 
ships are now in being, it would subtract nothing 
from current production and add nothing to the 
inflation spiral. 

The private shipping lines won’t like this pro- 
posal, and neither will the American seagoing 
unions. Yet if the surplus ships are chartered 
or given to our Allies, there will still be more 
than normal traffic left for American flag lines. 

Because of their lower labor charges and lower 
overhead, European countries eventually are go- 
ing to carry most of their own freight anyway. 
American steamship companies must adjust 
themselves to this fact eventually, so why not 
now? 
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Matter and Man 


Some note should be taken surely of the dis- 
covery of Element No. 61 in its pure form. It 
fills the last blank among the 92 spaces in Men- 
deleev’s Periodic Table of the Elements. And 
everybody who took a high school course in 
chemistry remembers that browning, fly-specked 
chart tacked above the lecturer’s table. For 
many, it must have been the first intriguing in- 
vitation to a career of research, 

Two nuclear scientists, J. A. Marinsky and 
L. E. Glendenin, now have reported to the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society that they have isolated No. 
61 as a fission product of uranium and by the 
bombardment of neodymium—Element No. 60— 
in the atomic pile at Oak Ridge. 

What continues to impress the layman in all 
this is that Mendeleev should have been able— 


almost a century ago—to leave places for No. ' 


61 and all the other then undiscovered elements 
in his table. There is perhaps no more dramatie 


demonstration of the patterned/gymmetry of na- 
ture than this clear evidence of the relation of 


atomic weights, of valences and of the number 
of electrons in the various atoms. Here, it would 
seem, is the acme of orderliness, certainty and 
perfection. Matter is revealed as a complicated 
but balanced series of patterns within patterns. 

No doubt, the moralist can find in this a sug- 
gestion for the ordering of human ways—es- 
pecially since man’s intelligence holds the key 
to these material mysteries. But considering that 
the ‘key has been turned to unleash atomic de- 
struction, he had better give thought to the race’s 
unlimited perversity. 
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Make the Welshers Pay 


*“James Egan, a former professional bondsman, 
has cheated the Board of Education of at least 
$12,600 by non-payment of forfeited bonds, yet 
he operates a profitable beer business in Jeffer- 
son City. Is it possible for a bondsman to ex- 
press his contempt for the courts more pointed- 
ly? And what does Presiding Judge Nangle of 
the Circuit Court propose to do about it? 

Egan thumbed his nose at the courts when 
his first bond forfeiture was ordered collected in 
May of 1937. Why was he allowed to continue 
making worthless bonds despite the fact that 
he did not pay this first forfeiture? 

Egan continued, with apparent impunity, to 
make worthless bonds, forfeit them, and welsh 
on paying up. Bonds made by Egan were re- 
duced to judgment over a period of four years 
or longer and yet none of the money from 22 
such judgments has been collected. 

Egan thumbs his nose at the courts again, 


and daily, Sy operating valuable properties with- . 


out paying up what he owes on bonds. He has 
run taverns and beer distributing agencies in 
Neosho and Joplin and tourist camps and res- 
taurants in the vicinity of Fort Leonard Wood 
and Camp Crowder. His trucks, with his name 
on them, travel on the streets of St. Louis daily. 
Could his whereabouts and his ability to pay be 
more closely rubbed under the nose of the Cir- 
cuit Court, which should require collection of 
the money, and of the Board of Education, which 
should be collecting it? 

Harry Slay, an investigator for the Board of 
Education, has never seen Egan about the debt, 
he says. He has never been to Jefferson City 
on this matter, though he has shown abject 
eagerness to run errands to the capital for bonds- 
men who seek remission of their forfeitures. He 
refused to aecompany a Post-Dispatch reporter 
to Jefferson City to see Egan about it, saying 
he understood Egan was a huge man known as 
a “tough guy.” Is Slay afraid of Egan? 

Egan evidently thinks Slay is afraid of him, 
and the courts to boot. We think it is time the 
Circuit Judges taught this dubious character re- 
spect for the courts by proceeding with all the 
authority at their disposal to make him pay his 
debts to the community. In particular it is up 
to Judge Nangle as presiding judge. What js

Between Book Ends 


Franklin in France 


PROUD DESTINY, by Lion Feuchtwanger. (The Viking 

Press, New York.) 

The expert Feuchtwanger is at his best 
in this, his twelfth novel and perhaps the 
finest of his historical novels. It concerns 
“a great man in a world of fops, the wit and 
folly, the crafty stupidity, and the overcon- 
ventionalized corruption of a decaying s0- 
ciety.” 

The great man is Benjamin Franklin, 
representing the newly constituted United 
States. The world of fops is the affected, 
scheming, spendthrift 
court of bumbling 
Louis XV, “the fat 
one.” The wit shows 
off the now magnifi- 
cent, now insuffer- 
able Pierre Caron de 
Beaumarchais, twit- 
ter of authority, brave 
worker for the Amer- 
ican cause, urbane 
author of “The Bar- 
ber of Seville” and 
“The Marriage of 
Figaro.” 

The corrupt, decay- 
ing “Age of Reason” 
is in history books. 
Feuchtwanger has read deeply, pondered 
20 years. He has brilliantly used the facts 
of that society and its inevitable and un- 
heeding dance toward destruction. 

His focus lights up two years of negotia- 
tions with the French, beginning with the 
revolt of the American Colonies and end- 
ing with Franklin’s consummation of a 
Franco-American alliance in a loan vital to 
success of American arms. But these two 
years ‘involve tremendous undertakings, 
and are lit by resplendent personalities. 

e manifold portraiture, though thor- 
ough, is never obtrusive; the narrative lives 
dynamically in its personalities. Franklin, 
“not one man, but a human multitude,” is 
foremost, whether seen ruminating in his 
bath while he scratches his scurf or dis- 
ciplining his obstinate and over-proud as- 
sociate Arthur Lee. 

It is germane to Feuchtwanger’s purpose 
that we see “Toinette” rising of a morn- 
ing with 42 ladies to assist her while 111 
others are in attendance, We understand 
the pathetic Louis better as we follow him 
to his smithy. We thrill all the more at 
Beaumarchais’ final triumph for having 
seen’ him unkempt and a-stink after sum- 
mary imprisonment by outraged Louis. Oth- 
er impressive persons cross Feuchtwanger’s 
bridge from history to fiction. We see 
Mme. Helvetius beaming at Franklin, cry- 
ing, “Kiss my hand, and take your time 
about it!” Voltaire embraces Franklin 
while Paris cheers. 

The good taste of this novel is notable. 
The age it concerns was rife with coquetry 
and lasciviousness, but it avoids the ex- 
cesses common to most recent historical 
fiction. Its narrative is not an alternation 
of lurid passion and period set-pieces. It 
is a sound fictional recreation of a fascinat- 
ing period, by an author of eminence and 
integrity.

THE AGE OF ANXIETY: A BAROQUE ECLOGUE, by 
W. H. Auden. (Random House, New York.) 


W. H. Auden won perhaps more unstint- 
ed praise with his collected poetry several 
years ago than has come to any young poet 
of our times. Louis Untermeyer, who knows 
the world of modern poetry as well as any- 
one, called Auden “not only the most elo- 
quent and influential, but the most impres- 
sive poet of his generation.” 

The young poet’s new work is a long 
eclogue whose setting is partly in a -bar 
on Third avenue, New York, and partly in 
an apartment. The characters are a woman, 
Rosetta, and three men, Quant, Emole and 
Malin, who discuss the world in wartime 
in highly artificial speech... 

Here is the way the radio, “with its 
banal noises,” compelled the characters to 
pay attention to “a common world of great 
slaughter and much sorrow” and so brought 
them closer together:

One Gospel From Four 


THE COMBIN

Students of the Bible have ever been 
plagued by the four-fold presentation of the 
Gospel story, because of the duplications, 
discrepancies and contradictions to be 
found in the four accounts. Non-critical 
readers, even, interested only in devotional 
values, have to some extent experienced 
the same difficulty. 

Efforts have been made to integrate the 
story in sequence and simplify it by retell- 
ing, but they have been less than success- 
ful because they have departed from the 
scriptural texts and have therefore seemed 
lacking in authority. 

Now Russell Hubbard White has rear- 
ranged the books of Matthew, Mark, Luke 
and John into one complete and chro 
cal account, every verse word for word ag 
it appears in the King James version. Devi- 
ation from the Gospel books occurs only 

: in the elimination of 
1116 duplicating 
verses, which does 
not seem to have 
marred the story. 
The compilation 
grew out the difficule 
ty White encoun. 
tered in reading the 
Gospels. To remove 
the difficulty he un- 
dertook to rearrange 
the material by sub- 
jects—the birth and 
youth of Jesus, 
events in Galilee, in 
White Jerusalem, the Gali- 
lean ministry; the 
Judean ministry, the betrayal, the trial, the 
crucifixion and the resurrection—with 132 
subdivisions. 

White is not a theologian but an engineer 
(M.I.T., '16). His material was two copies 
of the King James version, his equipment 
a pair of shears, a paste pot and a pile of 
markers. He clipped the Bibles and sorted 
the clippings into piles by subjects, using 
red chips to mark a verse or group from 
one gospel and white ones for the match- 
ing passages in the other gospels. Select- 
ing the verse or verses with the most mean- 
ing for him, he moved the red chip to that 
passage and eliminated the others. 

The result was a compilation of the 
scripture story, word for word, but without 
duplication, presented in a manner to make 
it clearer reading. All verses are identi- 
fied by sources in marginal notes, and an 
appendix shows the eliminations. 

Wishing to keep publication and distribu. 
tion in his own hands, White had the book 
printed by the Colonial Press of Clinton, 
Mass., and is introducing it on a lecture 
tour from coast to coast, which has just 
brought him to St. Louis. His book, he 
gays, has had wide acceptance.

During the coming winter, the 
Second Army and the Air Forces 
will conduct extensive tactical ma- 
neuveré in Alaska. The Movements 
of both branches will be largely by 
air transportation. Although great 
numbers of personnel will not be 
involved, the range of their ma- 
neuvers will be extensive. 
In some cases they will be oper- 
ating on the pack ice, in others 
deep within towering mountain 
ranges and in still other cases on 
the windswept tundra. Tempera- 
tures will range from zero to 70 
below. Machinery will break 
down. Men will endure the usual 
accidents. And, in addition to 
those engaged in the military ma- 
neuvers, the civilian population of 
Alaska will be heir to the usual 
winter woes. — 

All the foregoing facts add up to 
a challenging job for the Tenth 
Rescue Squadron, whose headquar- 
terg, at Anchorage, come directly 
under Brig. Gen. Hampton Atkin- 
son, who leads the Alaskan Air 
Command. 


Gen, Atkinson and Col. E, M. 
Huntington, who skippers the 
Tenth, see their objective from 
three angles. One is to instill 
confidence in the maneuvering 
troops and fivilians; another is 
to train as many key troopers 
as possible in the actual proced- 
ures of survival under all condi- 
tions; the third is to be prepared 
to make effective rescue in 
every single case where neces- 
sary. 

Since no such rescue organiza- 
tion previously existed in Alaska, 
the Tenth had to start from 
scratch some eighteen months ago, 
It presently has 550 enlisted tech- 
niclans and 103 officers, each 
chosen for some special knowledge 
and experience, 

Varied Equipment of Squadron. 

The equipment of the Tenth is 
naturally more varied than that 
possessed by any other tactical 
organization, as it must cover not 
only the sharp contrasts of the 
land mass of Alaska and the 
Aleutians, but the Arctic Ocean 
to the pole. 

To list the special equipment 
developed would require a book. 
It is sufficient to say that such 
development presents a fantastic 
range of ingenuity and covers 
everything from glider-tow pick-up 
on the polar cap, to para-dogs 
which are chuted down to stranded 
travelers. Aircraft utilized are of 
every kind and description—big 
planes, little planes, -land planes, 
sea planes, ski planes, amphibians, 
helicopters, gliders—and each spe- 
cially modified.

Strenuous 6-Day Course. 

Having visited four of the rescue 
detachment bases and hitch-hiked 
twice in their planes, I came to 
Nome to visit the survival school, 
of which the base commander, Col. 
John Bodle, is justly proud. The 
school will be ready to train 60 
air crewmen every six days by the 
time winter Maneuvers start. 

In the first three days of the 
six-day course, each airman will 
be parachuted or taken by dog 
sled out of the Arctic ice pan. He 
will have his gun, shelter half and 
normal equipment as though he 
had crash landed. His job will be 
to provide himself. with seal blub- 
ber or other food, to protect him- 
self with bear and wolf, and to 
survive the cold. 
When his three days on the ice 
floes are finished, the trainee will 
be “rescued” and the process du- 
plicated inland from Nome on the 
frozen tundra, where he must live 
on Arctic hare, fox, ptarmigan or 
wolf. 
My attempts to interview Col. 

le’s trail dog pack are met 
with cold aloofness or cynical 
leers, but his Aleut soldiers and 
civilian specialists are extremely 
co-operative. They are a hardy 
and seasoned lot, if ever I saw 
such, 

Canoeists Capture Whales. 

They told me now they capture 
full-grown whales in canoes by 
throwing poison spears, and then 
estimate where wind and tide will 
drift the whale ashore. One 
with a spear and dog can also 
kill a polar bear on occasion. The 
Eskimos make good soldiers, are 
oees Paes extremely industri- 
ous experts in their own meth- 
ods of navigation, They go on 
aerial missions without hesitation, 
as do their trained dog teams— 
even the ones that go through the 
experience of parachuting. 


Gen. Atkinson feels there is still 
much to learn about clothing and 
rescue equipment. The helicopter, 
at present very unsatisfactory, is 
regarded as having great potential 
and is expected to replace dog 
teams eventually; its greatest 
weaknesses are those concerned 
with instrument navigation, short- 
ness of range and biade icing. 
Furs are not militarily practical in 
the. Arctic since there is not 
enough fur to meet the needs of 
large bodies of troops; synthetic 
cloths must be created. Jato (jet 
assisted takeoff) is imperative for 
all types of aircraft. 

In all rescue work, the factor 
of time is vital. The Air Forces 
considered the idea of contracting 
for rescue, but abandoned it be- 
cause much of the work requires 
personal devotion above and be- 
yond the call of duty. Mercenary 
reward would be ineffective. 

Viewing the Tenth Rescue Or- 
ganization, its ingenuity and char- 
acter, I make free to forecast 
that the traditional fatalistic at- 
titude of men toward emergency 
survival in Alaska is on the way 
out.

Variety of Climate Great. 

Nowhere on earth must men 
adapt themselves to a _ greater 
range of climate and terrain than 
here in Alaska. This fact imposes 
an eternal wariness on the in- 
habitants. 

An airplane moves so swiftly 
from one area to another, and the 
problems of the various areag are 
so divergent, that the process of 
flying everywhere in the North 
with freedom and safety requires 
continually changing procedures. 

Temperature inversion in some 
parts of this country is another 
trick of nature which is interest- 
ing. Ninety degree temperature in- 
versions have been registered with- 
in 3000 feet of altitude. The air- 
man will readily understand the 
maintenance and flight’ problems 
involved in such extremes.

T HIS is a pre-presidential erection year. Washington is paying 


potent. Among them are the German-American organizations 
who insist that the Germans have been more sinned against than 
sinning; those to whom the only important question is how our 


occupation costs can be reduced; 


those who believe that Germany 


can be employed as a buffer state against Russia; and, finally, 
those financial and industrial interests that expect fat profits from 


a highly industrialized Germany. 


Our Government now an- 
nounces that it will scrap the 
industrial level for western Ger- 
many fixed at Potedam and re- 
establish the level of 1936. 

We should not forget that it 


y 
years later to launch the great- 
est military offensive the world 
Has ever known, 


It is argued that, since we now 
have to pay the bill, we have the 
right to manage western Germany 
as we see fit, and that since our 
“new plan” would makg it self-sus- 
taining we could thereby reduce 
our own expenses. 

Our decision might perhaps be 
defended if the major powers had- 
agreed on a joint policy toward 
Germany, if the German people 
had showin convincing proof of 
their regeneration, and if interna- 
tional military and industrial con- 
trols had been set up as guaran- 
tees that Germany could not re- 


arm, 

Not the slightest progress has 
yet been made in reaching any 
one of these objectives. 

Less Reason for Hope. 

When the foreign ministers of 
the Big Four meet again in Novem- 
ber, there will be even less rea- 
son than there was last March to 
hope for an agreement on a Ger- 
man peace treaty. 


The German people are far more 
dangerous today than on V-E day. 
There is no consciousness of war- 
guilt. Self-pity is rampant. The 
individual German complains that 
democracy, has brought him noth- 
ing except hunger and cold. He 
feels that Germany’s only crime 
was being on the losing side. He 
sees the victors quarreBng among 
themselves, and that the occupa- 
tion is distinguished neither by 
principles of justicé and morality, 
nor even by a modicum of effi- 
ciency. A new form of Nazism 
is rising, and it differs from Com- 
munism only in name. 

Because of the East-West split, 
there is no prospect of any four- 
power military alliance against 
Germany. 

By giving western Germany 
the chance to rebuild its war 
machine before we establish the 
safeguards required to insure se- 
curity, we are putting the cart 
before the horse, 

Reports persist that the’ Soviet 
Union is creating a German army 
from among the more than 1,000,- 
000 prisoners of war still in Rus- 
sian hands. The nucleus of this 
force is the “Free Germany” or- 
ganization established in Russia 
before the end of the war and 
headed by Field Marshal von 
Paulus and Gen. von Seidlitz. If 
this new army is to be employed 
in the reconstruction of the strong 


and united Germany upon which 
Russia insists, the American pro- 


gram will be welcome news in 
Moscow. 

The Marshall plan will not be 
worth the paper it ts written on 
unless the democracies of west- 
ern Europe are assured of their 
safety from any new German 
aggression, and unless the 
Ruhr’s coal and steel become an 
intrinsic part of the economy of 
all of western Europe rather 
than of that of Germany alone. 

Our “new plan” for Germany is 
having an increasingly disruptive 
effect. The French people are be- 
coming convinced that we mean to 
give the recovery of Germany pri- 
ority over that of France. Gen. 
de Gaulle has gained many re- 
cruits during the past three weeks. 
The. Communists expect to in- 
crease their strength in this au- 
tumn’s municipal elections. The 
democratic parties, caught be 
tween the Right and the Left, will 
steadily lost support unless the 
French people know they are go- 
ing to get justice and security, 
and that means the retention of 
the resources of the Saar, an 
equal voice in determining and in 
controlling the industrial output 
of western Germany, and ah 
American guaranty of safety 
against German aggression. 


Some Changes Justified. 


Because of the Soviet Union's 
policy this Goverhment is justified 
in seeking such administrative 
changes in the western zone as 
may increase the opportunities for 
gainful employment, improve liv- 
ing standards, and lessen the gap 
between imports and exports. But 
incredibly stupid as our occupa- 
tion policy has been until now, its 
dangers are less than those to be 
foreseen from any such unilateral 
“new plan” as that recently an- 
nounced, 

Our fundamental error is the as- 
sumption that, because we must 
pay the major part of the occu- 
pation costs, we are thereby alone 
entitled to determine the political 
and ecomonic future of western 
Germany, and that the immediate 
cost to us should rightly be re 
garded as a determining factor in 
the formulation of such a decision. 
What is at stake is not the cost 
of the German occupation this 
year or next. 
the peace of Europe and of the 
world. 

Until and unless a German 
peace treaty can be concluded, the 
only policy which could afford as- 
surance for the future would be 
one under which the western Euv- 
rope democracies and ourselves 
would jointly fix German indus- 
trial levels, and under which the 
distribution and control of the 
Ruhr’s coal and steel would be 
intrusted to an international’ or- 
ganization in which France, Great 
Britain and the United States 
would participate on a basis of 
equality. 


What is at stake is}.

Russia’s Stark Sus- 
picion of the West 
Bared in His Ti- 
rade Before U.N.

HE aftermath of Andrei Y. 
Vishinsky’s tornado blast 
through the U.N. General As- 
sembly finds many of the basic 
sore spots in Russian-American 
relations now out in the open. 


Whether he intended it or not, 
the Soviet Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter actually exposed some of those 
sore spots in his speech charging 
that the United States is driving 
for war and has “a crazy plan to 
dominate all countries.” 


Observers familiar with Soviet 
tactics and propaganda saw, for 
instance, the old bogeyman in the 
Kremlin closet hiding behind Vi- 
shinsky during much of his amaz- 
ing speech here on Thursday. 


That bogeyman is Russia's stark 
suspicion of the West—of the Unit- 
ed States. 

Shock to Newcomers. 


It is an old story, of course, for 
those who have followed the inter- 
national postwar conference since 
Potsdam, 


But this was Russia’s first dra- 
matic, smashing use of the full 
vitriol viak at the U.N. and many 
newcomers were left gasping by 
its intemperate severity. 

Along with the psychopathic sus- 
picion that seems inherent in the 
Russian attitude toward everything 
American, Vishinsky revealed that 
he has little conception of how 
the American press operates. 

His blanket allegations of press 
“Red baiting” were improperly 
documented and overplayed. 


But it is worth noting that many 
delegates, in the lobby, found 
agreement with Vishinsky that al- 
together too much is being said 
and written in this country about 
impending war with Russia, 

I must have heard it a dozen 
times from delegates yesterday: 
“He had a point there, you know. 
If the Americans would stop this 
silly talk about war fer a month 
or so it might well ease down some 
of this bad feeling between the 
two countries.” 


Didn’t Ease Feelings. 


But most of them agreed that 
the temper of the Vishinsky at- 
tack certainly did not help ease 
anybody’s feelings. 

More than one diplomat here, 
reviewing the Vishinsky tirade 
in private talks, agreed that Dr. 
Herbert V. Evatt, Australia’s Min- 
ister for External Affairs, had just 
about summed it up. 

Evatt compared Vishinsky with 
the lawyer, defending a hopeless 
case, who said: 

“T’ve got no case, so I'll abuse 
the other side.” 

The famed Soviet prosecutor In 
the purge trials of the ‘30s left 
many delegates with the convic- 
tion that his speech had been de- 
liberately intended to divert at- 
tention from the Marshall pro- 
posals for revamping the U.N. 
strueture. 

Many said in private that Vishin- 
sky had been most detrimental to 
the peace structure and Evatt said 
it in public. 

“He certainly was no help to the 
difficult problems facing us to- 
day,” exploded Evatt. 


in aviation history and it has 
been done mainly by military 
airmen and service personnel of 
the United States Air Forces 
and somewhat by naval aviators.

Development Under Japan. 

This island, with more than 
| 5,000,000 inhabitants, is one of the 
richest in the Pacific. Japan had 
developed it with care and fore- 
sight, the industrial system was 
more highly developed than in any 
part of China, and there was an 
industrious population ready to 
work productively. Yet 
months of China’s rule, Formosa 
had been set back at least 10 
years in progress. 

Maladministration, extortion and 
plain corruption were the rule of 
the day. Formosans were removed 
from office, their own businesses 
taken away from them, their lives 
were in constant danger, they 
were thrown in prison on the 
slightest pretext, bribes were the 
only means of progress. 

Fishing boats were not allowed 
to sail to get their much needed 
cargo, including some under 
UNRRA charter, because Chinese 
officials could not get enough 
bribes. The few that went out had 
to turn back 70 per eent of their 
catch to these same officials. Each 
fishing guild was given a list of 
officers, police and officials who 
must receive free fish each day. 

Higher Output in War. 

There were smashing United 
States aerial assaults on the 
island’s industries during the war, 
but even under these blows more 
was produced than in the com- 
parative peace of today. Entire in- 
dustrial plants are idle, their ma- 
chinery rusting and deteriorating 
badly. 

In trying to squirm out of re- 
sponsibility for what happened in 
Formosa in February, 1947, the 
National Chinese Government had 
no Communists to blame — only 
themselves, 

Under General Chen Yi’s notori- 
ous admimistration, certain things 
happened: famine caused by a 
foodstuff monopoly; all-over un- 
employment, caused by suspension 
of Formosan industries and enter-

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agreement on UNRRA._ contribu- 
tions, the Administration at home 
was very much disturbed because 
a specific allocation for relief 
funds had not been made by the 
Parliament. It just was not the 
British way of making an appro- 
priation and yet there was com- 
plete good faith on both sides and 
each country made its quota con- 
tribution on time and up to the 
full amount agreed. 

Another confusion that we were 
able to correct at short notice was 
due to the fact that the commu- 
nications in relation to the deci- 
sions of the Cabinet were often 
transmitted through the Minister 
whose department was concerned, 
and addressed to his counterpart in 
the United States. The Minister 
in question might have done his 
utmost in the Cabinet to get a fa- 
vorable decision to meet the re- 
quest of our Government, but with- 
out success.

In my opinion one of most im- 
portant elements in international 
relations is to know who the true 
friends of your country are in 
other governments and to do what 
can be done to make their trust 
and confidence a help to them in 
their effort to establish good rela- 
tionships. 

War Cabjnet Urged. 

On one occasion a section of the 
press, with some support from 
the House of Commons, was urg- 
ing that Churchill give up his posi- 
tion as Defense Minister, and limit 
his activities to the usual prerog- 
atives exercised by the Prime 
Minister. The dissenting group 
also urged that the control of the 
war should be put into the hands of 
a smaller War Cabinet of four or 
five men who would hold office 
without portfolio, and be relieved 
from the administrative responsi- 
bilities of a Ministry. This plan 
was put in operation after Lloyd 
George took over from Asquith in 
1916. Churchhill would have none 
of it. He did not want a lot of 
“idea men” around who were freed 
from the sobering responsibilities

I know of his great contribu- 
tion as Defense Minister and of 
the respect the British Chiefs of 
Staff had for his knowledge of 
war. They clashed with him at 
times, and on occasion held dif-

It seemed to me in this war if 


tremendous contribution made by 
a combined Chiefs of Staff and a 
unified command in Europe under 
Gen. Eisenhower.

It had always seemed to 
me that the formality and 
the rare interchanges between 
President Wilson and the two 
war Prime Ministers of Great 
Britain, uith and Lloyd 
George, left the British and our- 
selves far apart when we met to 
negotiate peace in Versailles .in 
the summer of 1919. In spite of 
Wilson’s heroic individual effort 
to create a world organization, the 
accumulation of unresolved dif- 
ferences that had neither been 
canvassed nor discussed in daily 
interchange in the war years left 
American public opinion unpre- 
pared to accept the compromises 
necessary to consummate a peace 
and to ratify the League of Na- 


tions Charter. 
In saying this I realize the 


enormous difficulties in setting up 
for the first time an organization 
“to promote international co- 
operation and to achieve inter- 
national peace and security” in 
the world. 

It is understandable that in fac- 
ing up to political and military 
issues during the war and at- 
tempting to thrash them out in 
the day’s work that differences 
appeared, but this time because 
they were dealt with daily across 
the table and over the cables, we 
developed a common battle front

The Tigers’ impressive ability to 
make their T function stemmed 
largely, it seemed, from an altera- 
tion in a basic principle of .the 
Faurot formation. In previous 
seasons - Missouri’s strength in 
wide optional plays, in which the 
quarterback had a choice of either 
keeping the -ball or lateralling to 
a halfback or the fullback, was

Crippling Penalties. 

At the outset St. Louis, a 14- 
point underdog, gave the first of- 
fensive outburst, but two crippling 
penalties stunted the progress, 
and only twice thereafter did the 
Billikens pass midfield. 

After Fred Broeg, the St. Louis 
starting quarterback, recovered a 
Missouri fumble on the Billikens’ 
44, his completed pass to Halfback 
Eddie Donohue on the Missouri 
4 was nullified by a holding pen- 
alty. Another penalty, this one for 
too much time in the huddle; also 
took the edge off another pass 
completed to midfield.

buyers, and 11,000 people who’ want 
to learn how to write western 
music. 

One of the oldest and largest 
of the mailing list houses is W. 8. 
Ponton, Inc., which, among other 
things, can sell you the names 
and addresses of 150,000 manufac- 
turers, 90,000 wholesalers, 15,000 
banks, 140,000 physicians and 300,- 
000 liquor dealers. 

For $24 a thousand, you can get 
the names and addresses of 5100 
millionaires scattered over the 
country. New York, incidentally, 
has 1600 of them. The names of 
people worth between $5000 and 
$10,000 sell for only $13.50 per 
thousand,

N St. Louis, the Consumer Fed- 

eration, on record as favoring 

an immediate return to price 
control, urged buyers to buy only 
necessities, but stated that co- 
operative buying rather than a 
strike against high prices would 
be the best move, 

“We found buyers’ strikes inef- 
fective in the past,” Mrs. Marion 
Weir, federation chairman, said, 
“although we do recommend con- 
tinued resistance to high priced 
foods. We are co-operating with 
the Missouri Dietetics Association 
which is preparing a series of 
menus to help women plan ap- 
petizing meals using substitutes 
and lower priced foods.” 

Mrs. Weir was also chairman 
of the Fight Inflation Committee, 
which was active in the campaign 
for retention of vigorous price 
coxtrol in the spring and summer 
of 1946. 

For most consumers, resistance 
to the mounting cost of foodstuffs 
began in April and May of 1946 
when the bills crippling the Office 
of Price Administration were 
pending before the House and 
Senate. Washington was flooded 
with letters urging the retention 
of OPA, at ratios ranging from 
four to one to 50 to one in favor 
of retaining price control. 

Signatures of 34,225 St. Louis- 
ans were obtained on a petition 
asking Congress to continue price 
control without the crippling 
amendments.

HIS ia was illustrated dra- 

matically in March of this 

year when Representative 
Helen Gahagen Douglas, of Cali- 
fornia, displayed in the House a 
market basket containing the 
amount of food she was able to 
buy for $15.02. No horn of plenty, 
it was an assortment of 19 basic 
items—flour, butter, milk, eggs, 
prunes, steak, pork chops, bacon, 
shortening, salad oil, coffee, sau- 
sage, stew beef, canned beans, 
canned peas, bread, margarine, 
crackers, and soap chips, 

These items, Mrs. Douglas point- 
ed out, constitute 65 per cent of 
the average household food de 
mands. They could have been pur- 
chased in June 1946, nine months 
before, for $10.08. 

On the present St. Louis market, 
this collection of essentials would 
cost more than the March level of 
$15.02. The meat purchases alone, 
for example, would total more 
than $6.00. 

“Who ever heard of chuck roast 
at 59 cents a pound?,” one custo- 
mer snorted. “Why I can remem- 
ber getting rib roasts on sale for 
12 cents a pound.” 

This “Remember When” game 
is one of the few consolations food 
shoppers seem to have, as they 
reminisce about the good old days 
when 35 cents bought enough meat 
for a company dinner, and a five 
dollar shopping trip was a major 
expedition. 

“Why, we used to spend two dol- 
lars on Friday and it took both of 
us to carry the things home,” one 
woman said. “Now a small child 
could carry two dollars worth of 
groceries by one finger.” 

“TI remember one time when I 
was sick and sent Fred to the 
store with two dollars to get a 
pork roast and a head of cabbage, 
and a few other things,” another 
woman recalled. 

“He came back with two pork 
roasts and two heads of cabbage, 
so we'd be sure to have enough, 
he said.

NEW YORK, Sept. 20. 
EGGAR poor in the pants 
pocket but rich in the hopes 
in their hearts, Puerto Ricans, 

looking for release from the pov- 
erty, and semi-starvation 
that is their lot on their own 
“s island,” are pouring into 
New York at the i rate of almost 
750 a pe age in the 


ments of. Pacey "Harlem, most of 
them find haven with relatives or 
friends. Others join the growing 
Puerto Rican colonies in Brooklyn 
and the Bronx. 

Sad as are the conditions that 
await them here, a New York 
slum seems to them like Paradise 
compared with the squalor they 
left behind in San Juan, Ponce or 
Arecibo. A crumbling cold water 
flat in Harlem with people in 
four rooms and sleeping done in 
shifts, is better than a one-room 
zinc-roofed shanty in a Puerto 
Rican slum where open sewers 
flow past the door and an indoor 
bathroom is unheard of except in 
the homes of the city rich. 

In New York, Puerto Rican par- 
ents can partially shed the twin 
fears of malnutrition and disease 
that threatened their families on) 
their Caribbean Island. No longer 
must they live on a diet of rice 
and codfish and beans. For even 
the poorest there are hospitals and 
there are relief checks for those 
who can’t find work, And most 
important of all, there is an op- 
portunity for schooling for every 
Puerto Rican child, 

At no time since Puerto Rico 
was ceded to the United States by 
Spain in 1898 has every Puerto 
Rican child had a chance to go 
to school. Year after year, only 
about half of the population of 


school age has been enrolled in- 


public schools on the island. And, 
of those enrolled, some 60 per cent 
go to school for half days only, 
in order that school equipment 
and teachers, both of which are 
insufficient, may be made to serve 
the greatest number. 

‘““How often have I heard sup- 
posedly well-educated citizens of 
the United States exclaim in hor- 
ror: ‘So many of these Puerto 
Ricans now pouring into New 
York are illiterate!’, a Puerto 
Rican university graduate said 
“Can you blame people for what 
they are if they have never had 
the chance to be otherwise?” 


Many people have urged that 
Puerto Rican migration should be 
stopped in view of the United 
States’ already desperate housing 
situation. What a surprising ma- 
yJority of these people do not seem 
to realize is that, as United States 
Citizens, Puerto Ricans cannot be 
deprived entry to this country. 

At the present time a vast ma- 
jority of Puerto Ricans live not 
far above the starvation level. 
About one in eight in Puerto Rico 
has no job. About 85 per cent of 
all Puerto Rican families have an 
income of only a few hundred dol- 
lars a year—between $240 and $400. 
But in New York, the average 
Puerto Rican, employed as dish- 
washer, laundry-helper, domestic 
or needle-worker can average $30 
a week, which seems comparative 
riches. 

And, out of these “bonanza” 
wages many of them save enough 
in a single year to return to Puer- 
to Rico, pack up their families 
and bring them to New York to 
swell by more hundreds the Puerto 
Rican population of the city, 
which today numbers almost a 
quarter of a million.

EHIND the mass migration to 

the United States, which in the 

short time since the lifting of 
wartime transportation controls, 
has brought perhaps 50,000 Puerto 
Ricans to the United States, lies 
almost a half-century of exploita- 
tion of the island by sugar inter- 
ests 


Puerto Rico produces between 
800,000 and 1,000,000 tons of sugar 
a year. One-third of all of Puerto 
Rico’s usable land, grows cane. 
But there are more than two mil- 
lion people on an island only 100 
miles long by 35 miles wide and, 
since sugar cane is harvested only 
once a year, only about 20 per 
cent of Puerto Rican workers can 
be absorbed in the cane fields and 
sugar mills, Then comes the dead 
season. While a new crop is grow- 
ing it requires little care. So for 
six months, at least, sugar work- 
ers wait for the new harvest and 
in the meantime swell the ranks 
of the theusands who face semi- 
starvation and always need jobs. 

Puerto Ricans love their island, 
but like the Okies who fled from 
the Dust Bowl to the greater 
promise of California, they have 
reached the point where thev 
must either move to a place of 
greater opportunity or starve. Bad 
as things are now on the island,

Puerto Rico to bolster the island 
economy. By 1965, it is estimated, 
the population will have reached 
3,000,000, 

“It will be worse then, unless 
something is done,” said a Puerto 
Rican keeper of a general store 
in Harlem. “It is bad enough 
now. A man told me the other 
day that even the chickens would 
leave Puerto Rico if they could 
swim.” 

Although some progress has 
been made since the enactment of 
the Land Law in 1940, under 
which the government buys acre- 
age from big corporations in 
Puerto Rico and uses it for sugar 
plantations which pay a share of 
profits to workers as an annual 
bonus and provides homesites for 
the thousands of “agregados,” or 
landless farm workers, migration 
to the United States will be for 
some years to come the island's 
only real hope for a solution to 
unemployment.

can always be had to expedite a 
relief check. To Marcantonio they 
take their family troubles, and get 
out of jail with hig help when 
they get in trouble. It is even 
said that Marcantonio himself 
charters planes to bring Puerto 
Ricans to his well-controlled 18th 
District, in return for which, he 
asks that they vote for him when 
they have established a year’s resi- 
dence in the state of New York. 

Meanwhile the great tide of 
Puerto Rican migrants continues 
to squeeze somehow into Spanish 
Harlem. Like ants pouring in and 
out of a great hill, they come and 
go from their steaming, squalid, 
stuffed-to-bursting tenements. 
Children, naked to the waist, play 
in the streets. In the “barberias” 


or barber shops, Puerto Ricans 
discuss their present political 
status and pray for an end to 
colonialism. 

In the “colmados,” or grocery 
stores, they discuss Jesus T. 
Pineso, who in 1946 became the 
first native born governor ever to 
be appointed for erto Rico. In 
the “farmacias” or drug stores, 
they talk nostalgically of their 
little island in the Caribbean, of 
its climate and low-hanging stars 
and tropic moon. 

“But,” said one Puerto Rican 
who is supporting his wife and 
six children on $32 a week, “you 
can’t eat the stars and the moon. 
It is necessary every day to have 
at least a little piece of bologna 


in one’s stomach.”

Karloff Through

HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 20 (AP)— 


| Film aétor Boris Karloff, the gen- 


tle monster, says he is through 
with Frankenstein. 

Devotees of terror films doubt- 
less will miss his amazing makeups 
and peerless malevolence, but 
Karloff insists he is firm in his 
resolve to abandon the realm of 
weird sensationalism. 
“I'm tired of being a third rate 


star in third rate pictures,” he 
said in an interview. 


The British character actor, 
nearing 60, is a mild-mannered; 
graying man whose soft lilting 
voice, kindly instincts and gener- 
ous sense of humor completely: 
belie the horrendous roles he has 
been playing in pictures for 16 
years. 


Repeatedly, in that time, he has 
demonstrated that his talents by 
no means are limited te ghoulish 
portrayals, yet the latter stick in 
the public memory. 

In recent. months, therefore, 
Karloff has been undergoing 
what the studios prefer to call a 
“humanizing” process. This con- 
sists of casting him in progres- 
sively sympathetic roles. He now 
hag had three in succession. 
The new Karloff will not for- 
sake all villainous characteriza-

ACK in the 1830s and ‘40s, Independence, Missouri, was a rip-roaring 
frontier town. As the outpost of civilization, it was the starting place 
for the long trek over the Santa Fe, California and Oregon trails. Prairie 

schooners lumbered through its dusty streets. Shouts and curses of mule 
skinners mingled With the clang of smithy hammers. Soldiers from nearby 
Fort Osage gathered at the saloon, truculent looking Indians lounged in 
doorways, and gambling halls shook with laughter of pleasure-bent trappers 
and traders. 

In a widely publicized effort to recapture the spirit of that historic era, 
bearded and bustled citizens of Independence last week staged a three-day 
celebration—un-euphonically titled Santa-Cali-Gon Days. But the scene and 
the goings-on would have amazed the rugged pioneers and frontiersmen 
whose memories ostensibly were commemorated. 

Courthouse Square took on the appearance of a class B western movie 
set and the atmosphere of a county fair. Members of the specially-organized 
Whiskers Club strolled about exhibiting beards they had carefully cultivated 
for three months. Women of the Hoop Skirt and Bustle Club swished around 
in appropriate calico costumes. 

A frontier saloon, inevitably named the Silver Dollar, served only cokes 
and pop. Behind a false front resembling the facade of old Fort Osage 
were pony rides for children. Concession booths operated by various local 
clubs and church groups dispensed sandwiches, chewing gum, peanuts, floss 
candy. Near the square stood six tepees which housed a dozen modern-day 
Indians imported from Brooklyn. : 

There were innumerable contests—pie eating, hog calling, nail driving, 
fiddling—and just as many parades and speeches. After crowning of a 
new queen each day, Indians and outlaws raided the town by whooping 
around the square. An unsubdued public address system blared the music _#

PONGE layer cakes, those delectable desserts put to- 
gether with rich filling and topped with enlly icing, 
contain little leavening. Their lightness depends 

almost entirely upon the air beaten into the eggs. 

This lemon sponge cake, made by Herman Laub, super- 
intendent of Mangelsdorf Pastry Shops, Incorporated, varies 
in method used from the usual sponge cake. Eggs, egg 
yolks, sugar, salt and vanilla are stirred well, then heated 
until lukewarm and beaten with a rotary or electric beater 
until the mixture stands in wet peaks. Next, baking powder 
and bread and cake flours are sifted and added to- the 
mixture. Then butter and water, brought to a foaming 
boil, are stirred quickly into the batter, which is turned into 
two greased, nine-inch cake pans and baked in a hot oven 
(400 degrees) for 15 minutes. 

To make the lemon filling. sugar, salt, water and 
grated lemon rind are boiled together for five minutes. 
Cornstarch and water are mixed and stirred into boiling 
mixture, which is then returned to fire and brought to a 
boil. It is removed from fire and egg yolks, lemon juice 
and butter are added. Stir filling well, cool before using.
